Belleville DDA considers changing grass mowing contractors

Because the grass was growing in the 
parks and the mowing contractors weren’t 
mowing, members of the Belleville 
Downtown Development Authority 
discussed changing contractors this year at 
their June 16 zoom meeting. 

City Manager/Police Chief Dave Robinson 
suggested the DDA rebid the mowing 
contract. He said he had called them and 
they said every single Wednesday they 
would be cutting, but they weren’t. 

“Our parks need to be pristine,’ Chief 
Robinson said. He said every day he is 
getting calls complaining about the grass. 

“We can’t get people to come out and give 
a bid on the city hall roof,’ Robinson said, 
referring to employee issues everywhere. 

City Councilwoman Kelly Bates said at 
the September DDA meeting she spoke up 
about the grass cutting, since she lives in 
Victoria Commons next to the city park. 

“It’s been a battle for seven years,” 
Councilwoman Bates said, noting she’s 
been trying to get the parks cut properly, 


with edging and blowing added. She said 
she went out with city staff and walked the 
park, “putting eyes on it.” 

She said the DDA agreed to a one-year 
contract to see if they were going to do it. 

DDA vice chairman Jason Mida said, 
“First we have to get the contract ... Edging 
was not in the contract.” 

DDA secretary Denise Baker said the 
DDA asked them to add it to the contract. 
She said at the May 20, 2020 meeting they 
talked about the grass cutting and then at the 
next meeting they approved the one-year 
contract. That contract has expired. 

DDA chairperson Alicia McGovern said 
she searched records and could not find the 
contract at all. She asked Mida to look into 
that. 

The DDA is reorganizing after the recent 
resignation of longtime DDA coordinator 
Carol Thompson. 

Mida said the DDA had three bidders and 
it chose Gonczy because it was low-bidder 
and Gonczy had worked for the DDA before. 

In other business at the almost two-hour 
meeting, the DDA: 


e Voted unanimously to hold its July 
meeting face-to-face instead of by zoom; 

e Voted unanimously to buy two banners 
for the First Wednesday Food Truck and 
Entertainment event, staying within the 
$250 budget. One would be put on the 
Belleville Bridge and one along the bottom 
of the stage where the band is playing on the 
Fourth Street Square. That would announce 
that the entertainment is presented by the 
DDA, since treasurer Sabrina Richardson- 
Williams said at the first event, people 
thought the band was from Egan’s Pub. 
At the end of the meeting, DDA member 
Jennifer Winter from Egan’s said Egan’s has 
never had anything but Irish bands; 

e Agreed to pay $2,000 for the rest of 
the bands for the season, paying each per 
performance. This is in addition to the 
$1,000 approved at the last meeting; 

e Voted to buy three, quarter-page ads in 
the Independent for $432 and get a fourth 
one free to advertise the First Wednesday 
event. The ad would announce the name of 
the band and what food trucks are scheduled; 

eA greed to keep on the agenda the possibility 


of using the new deputy administrator, who 
starts with the city on July 6, to manage the 
DDA as part of his job and being paid by the 
DDA to do this. Robinson said he had a long 
discussion with the deputy who is current 
city manager and director of the DDA in 
another city. He said he would like the new 
deputy to be part of the DDA’s next meeting 
to ask him hard questions and to dive into 
his experiences. “TIl support whatever you 
decide,” Robinson said; and 

e Learned from Councilman Ken Voigt 
the the banners planned for the lightpoles 
downtown are: BHS senior banners are 
now up and a new batch will go up in July 
and stay until the end of July; then Aug. 1 
through the middle of October are public 
art banners; and from then through the end 
of January would be the veterans’ banners. 
From February through April they would 
need the seasonal banners. They are 8-10 
years old and may need replacement. Mayor 
Kerreen Conley said the more personalized 
banners have been well-received. 


Belleville City Manager recommends Hootman for clerk-treasurer job

City Council sticks 
to quorum rule 


On Monday, while discussing the pros 
and cons of resuming in-person or holding 
hybrid meetings of the Belleville City 
Council, there was some back and forth 
about whether it mattered if they had a 
quorum. If some of the council members 
were at the meeting in person and some 
were present online, did they have to have 
a quorum in person? 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said hybrid is 
when some are in person and some are on 
line. How many need to be in person? 

“Does anybody care?” she asked. “What 
if one council member shows up? None 
show up?” 

Councilman Tom Fielder, a retired high 
school civics teacher, said, “I have strong 
feelings on this. The council meeting 
in person should have a quorum... The 
elected officials need to be present in a 
quorum...” 

He noted the State of Michigan will tell 
them when they have to go back to in- 
person meetings. Currently, municipalities 
can remain in virtual meetings until the end 
of the year. 

Councilwoman Kelly Bates disagreed 
and she wanted it to be an option to be 
in person or not. Resident Mike Renaud 
who attends meetings regularly said he is 
immune-compromised and if the council 
isn’t ready to meet in person, it shouldn’t 
be considered at all. 

They decided to meet in person with a 
hybrid option of being on line at the second 
meeting in August. But, there has to be a 
quorum in person. Good decision!

Working ‘in the weeds’ 
in Sumpter Township 


To the editor: 

Over the past several years I have 
been working “in the weeds” clearing 
obstructions from around signs, fire 
hydrants, etc. in Sumpter Township. I’ve 
been doing this because Wayne County 
does an inadequate job and Sumpter 
Township has not been of much help, 
either. 

Wayne County has a system in place 
called “ROAD CREW” in which residents 
can call in with specific complaints about 
the roads, etc. and the county would then 
(sometimes) send someone out to address 
the problem, though seldom in a timely 
manner. For every complaint called into 
“ROAD CREW” there are, I’m sure, over 
a hundred that are not reported. ROAD 
CREW, by its design, guarantees that 
issues are not addressed until they have 
reached a critical point, often as a threat to 
public safety. “ROAD CREW” is a failed 
system. 

There is a better way to do things. It’s this 
new concept called “regular maintenance.” 
Instead of waiting until the situation is out 
of hand, adopt a scheduled maintenance 
program, once in the spring, once in the 
summer, and once in the fall. Based on 
experience and observations, I know that 
two employees could clear every street 
sign, fire hydrant and guard rail on the east 
side of the township in less than six hours. 
Done three times a year, the area would 
be a much-safer place than it’s been in 30 
years, or more. It would look a lot better, 
too. 

A final point: For various reasons, the 
decades old problem regarding obstructions 
has finally, I hope, been recognized by the 
township. I submitted a four-page plan of 
my maintenance program to the board, part 
of which is outlined here. After a lot of jaw 
flapping and a few cases of amnesia, the 
township has finally come up with a plan. 
You can see it on their web site. Their plan 
is for citizens to report incidents where 
“weeds that are blocking intersections, fire 
hydrants, and signs.” There is something 
very familiar about that plan. This is 
Sumpter Township’s version of “ROAD 
CREW.” 

Sometimes I think it would be easier to 
train a monkey.

Suchy reported to the library board at its 
regular, in-person meeting on July 13. 

She said with parents working with 
children on the child computers, “It feeds 
my soul seeing our building being used this 
way.” 

Suchy said masks are no longer required 
for the public, but the patrons are invited 
to wear masks if they wish. She said all 
chairs, tables, computers, and study rooms 
have been opened and booking of the larger 
rooms by organizations will begin no later 
than Aug. 1. 

She said patrons have discovered the 
second-floor terrace and seem pleased. 

The board unanimously suspended the 
COVID Plan and the Reopening Policy, 
as requested by Suchy and required by the 
state.

Chairperson Sharon Peters said 
30-50 inside donor signs and tree signs 
have been delayed for over a year. Suchy 
said mockups are being done first and 
Cichewicz said they are expected to be 
installed by fall.

“She’s been great,’ Chief Robinson 
said. He said the records clerk position is 
quite complex, but whoever they select for 
police records will be just 60 steps away 
from the clerk’s office for Hootman’s help.
